Weaving i s the process of making cloth by crossing two sets of threads 
over and under each other, One set, called the warp, stretches lengthwise 
on a loom. The weft Is drawn crosswise over and under the warp.* The weft 
Is sometimes called the woof. , A shuttle is used to guide the weft- threads * 
It is not known when the process of weaving cloth was developed, but by 
2500 BC, several civilizations had already been weaving textiles.
